^Secretan' Draper  made  the  followinp^  report  in  bolialf  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  for  the  year  18S2,  which  vvas  read 
and  adopted: 

The  managers  and  friends  of  the  Society  should  be  thank- 
ful that  better  and  safer  apartments  are  ])eing  provided  by 
the  State  for  its  large  and  rapidly  augmenting  collections. 
While  we  do  not  get  all  we  asked  for,  yet  what  we  do  get 
is  a  decided  step  in  advance.  In  our  memorial  a  year  ago 
to  the  Legislature,  we  plead  for  a  separate  and  isolated 
building,  with  ample  grounds  for  future  building  expansion, 
as  the  exigencies  of  tJre  Society  should  from  time  to  time 
require. 

Had  tlie  whole  of  the  south  wing  been  designated  for  the 
Society's  use  and  occupancy,  it  would  have  been  none  too 
much  for  our  present  and  future  WcUits.  "We  shoukl  then 
have  been  less  crowded  in  the  internal  arrangements,  with 
more  shelving  space  and  more  reading  r()om  accommoda- 
tions.  As  it  is,  witli  two  stories  assignt'd  us  for  J.ibiMry  and 
reading  room  purposes,  aiid  yet  another,  the  upi)(>i*  story, 
with  itssky-lighl  provision,  for  our  Pictiu'e  (  rallery  an  1  C'ab- 
iiit?t.  wti  shall  have  considerably  more  than  double  tin.'  sliclv- 
ing  capacity  we  now  have;  and  hence,  apparently,  ])royision 
for  some  twenty  years  accretions  to  the  Lilu-ary,  sui)]io-ing 
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our  gi'owlh  sliouM  bo  no  ;^i\Mt«:r  tluiu  tlie  avero^^o  of  llio 
past  lew  years. 

This,  lio\v(n'er.  is  not*  a  ])roji';'r  L^uidc^  for  we  have  reason 
to  believe,  as  c>ther  great  public  l.ibraries ;ue  fr(.'quently  re- 
ceiving large  book  and  money  be^juests,  so  our  Society  is 
destined  to  be  the  recipient  of  valuable  ac<|uisitions  frcin 
many  a  thongbtful  fricnul.  If  similar  Societies  at  tiie  Kast 
are  generously  endowed,  why  sboiiM  not  liberal  things  be 
devised  by  i)ublic  spirited  men  of  Wisconsin,  for  our  noble 
institution  —  conf(?ssedly  the  peer  of  all  its  sister  assDcia- 
tions  of  the  West?  Wisconsin  has  a  goodly  number  of  gen- 
erous sons  who  will  not  dishonor  their  adopted  or  native 
State,  but  will,  in  tiuK^,  make  liberal  provision  for  such  an 
institution  as  ours,  that  it  may  never  flag  in  its  career  of 
usefulness  as  a  great  public  educator  of  the  people. 

Could  the  entire  south  wing  have  been  set  apart  for  the 
Societ}',  we  should  then  have  had  accommodations  for  some 
forty  years.  When  the  time  comes  —  as  it  surel}'  will 
come  —  that  still  ampler  accommodations  will  be  requisite 
for  the  growth  and  needs  of  the  Society,  we  may  well  trust 
to  the  wisdom,  foresight  and  liberality  of  the  next  genera- 
tion to  n^ake  the  needful  provision.  Architects  assure  us 
that  the  present  new  wings  can  never  be  enlarged  without 
too  seriously  impairing  the  symmetry  of  the  building,  and 
making  yet  greater  encroachm.ents  on  the  beautiful  grounds 
of  the  Ca})ltol.  So  the  Society  mtist  eventually  look  outside 
of  the  Capitol  grounds  for  its  future  permanent  home.  With 
the  steady  growth  of  the  State,  no  doubt  the  rooms  assigned 
the  Society  in  the  n(.^w  south  wing  will  bo  e\'entually  needed 
for  public  purposes,  and  what  the  State  and  Society  may 
most  deplore  is,  that  an  aujple  plot  of  ground,  which  could 
now  be  had,  may  not  in  all  probability  bo  obtainable  of 
convenient  access  and  suitable  location  sonu'  twenty 
years  hence.

LIBRA R Y  ADD  11  IONS. 

The  additions  to  the  Library  during  the  past  year,  have 
been  2,85G  volumes;  of  which  2,0^7  were  by  purchase,  and 
700  by  donation  and  binding  of  ne"VN'spaper  fdes;  and  '2,'Vo:> 
painphlets  and  documents,  of  which  57?  were  obtained  by 
purchase,  and  1,7^)(>  by  donation.  Of  the  book  additions  301 
were  folios,  and  '^30  quartos,  increasing  the  number  of  folios 
in  the  Library  to  3,.*]sl^  and  the  quartos  to  4,1 '^^7,  and  botli  to- 
gether to  7,5r)s\  The  grand  total  of  volimles  and  pamphlets 
now  in  the  Library  is  100,180. 

The  strength  of  the  Library  is  best  shown  by  reference  to 
the  number  of  volumes  in  several  of  our  important  depart- 
ments of  collection:  Bound  newspaper  files  -l,,'»oi;  British 
Patent  Reports  o, 05-3;  American  Patent  Reports  .'loO  —  both 
collections  of  Patent  Reports  together  -l.^'tS;  atlases  and  maps 
887;  genealogy  and  heraldry,  SOT;  Shakespereana  bound  vol- 
umes, 3'20;  pamphlets  50  —  together,  370,  including  Halli- 
welTs  magnificent  work  in  sixteen  folio  volumes,  and  the 
Shakespeare  Society  publications  in  twenty  volumes.  To 
the  flourishing  dei)artment  of  county  histories,  to  which  one 
hundred  and  eighty-eight  volumes  had  been  the  gathering 
of  the  preceding  fom*  3"eais,  50  volumes  have  been  added.

HISTORICAL  ^r.VXUSCRIPTS. 

A  transcript  of  a  valuable  unpublished  narrative  of  the  late 
Oapt.  Thos.  G.  Anderson,  of  Canada,  who  was  an  Indian 
trader  in  Wisconsin  and  the  northwest,  from  1800  to]  si;], 
and  a  Captain  in  the  British  and  Indian  force  that  captured 
Prairie  du  Chien  in  IS  1-4,  has  been  obtained  frorr  his  daugh- 
ter, Mrs.  Sophia  Rovve,  of  Canada,  and  will  appear  in  our 
ninth  volume  of  Collections,  now  in  the  hands  of  the  printer. 
This  narrative  is  lengthy  and  full  of  interest.  It  throws 
much  new  ligdit  on  the  early  Indian  trade  and  Indian  his- 
tory, of  an  early  period  of  Wisconsin  and  the  Xorth-West,  of 
which  there  are  but  few  accounts  extant.  The  Society  has 
been  fortunate  in  obtaining  so  valuable  a  document. 

Some  interesting  reminisciicces  of  the  past  have  been  ob- 
tained by  a  visit  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Society  to  Hon.  B.  W. 
Brisbois,  who  has  lived  at  Prairie  du  Chien  all  his  long  life 
verging  on  towards  four  :3Core. 

Mrs.  H.  S.  Baird  has  furnished  some  graphic  recollections, 
going  back  more  than  sixty  years. 

Rev.  S.  D.  Peet  has  contributed  a  paper  on  the  Emblemntic 
Mounds  of  Wisconsin  that  cannot  fail  to  attract  the  atten- 
tion of  all  students  of  archicology. 

Prof.  J.  D.  Butler's  exhaustive  paper  on  the  portraits  of 
Columbus  deserves  special  connnendation.  ]*rof.  Butler  has 
availed  himself  of  all  knou-n  sources  of  infoi-nuition  on  this 
subject,  in  this  country  and  luirope;  and  his  conclu.^ions  will 
undoubtedly  be  accepted  for  all  time.    The  thoughful  kind- 
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iiess  of  Gov.  Fairchild,  before  kavinj::  Spain,  in  ])rocurin.!^ 
and  presenting  the  Society  with  a  fine  copy  of  one  of  tlie 
most  noted  portraits  of  Cohnnbus  extant,  prompted  Dr.  But- 
ler to  make  tlie^e  faitliful  iiivesti^'ations. 

The  new  vohune  of  Collections  in  press  will,  we  trust,  be 
found  to  contain  an  interesting  variety  of  matter  pertaining 
to  the  early  days  of  Wisconsin. 

Our  venerable  cabinet-keeper,  Mr.  Isaac  Lyon,  now  in  his 
■eighty-eighth  year,  has  for  another  twelve  months  discharged 
his  self-imposed  and  unrequited  duties,  connected  with  tlie 
Oabinet  of  antiquities  and  curiosities.  He  enj,')ys  the  work, 
and  hundreds,  if  not  thousands,  amiually  have  cause  of 
gratitude  for  his  unwearied  attentions. 

Since  our  last  annual  meeting,  our  Society  has  lost  its  hon- 
ored president.  Gen.  C.  C.  Washburn.  Jle  lived  a  life  of 
great  industry,  and  great  usefulness;  and  has  left  behind 
liim  a  name  and  memory  that  will  not  soon  be  forgotten. 
His  life  and  services  have  been  fittingly  commemorated  by 
our  Society,  as  will  be  seen  in  our  forthcoming  volume  of 
Collections. 


TIIIKTIETII  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Submitted  at  the  Annual  ^^ecti)l(/,  Januart/      1S84,  TTon. 
John  A.  Rice,  Presidtnt ,  in  the  chair. 

Secretary  Di-aper  made  the  followin^r  report  in  belialf  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  for  tlie  year  lss:j,  which  was  read 
and  adopte'd: 

In  making  tlio  thirtieth  re[)ort  of  the  Society's  growth  and 
condition,  showing  an  average  annual  increase  of  the 
Library  of  3,500  books  and  pamplilets,  thus  aggregating 
nearly  105,000,  some  might  inadvertantly  suppose  that 
the  book  market  wa,s  well  nigh  exhausted,  and  that 
we  have  little  neo'd  of  farther  accretions  to  our  literary 
collections.  Of  the  millions  of  volumes  tliat  have  been  is- 
sued from  the  press  since  the  invention  of  printing,  Mr.  Jus- 
tin Winsor,  the  Librarian  of  Harvard,  intimates  that  not 
more  than  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  are  in  the  combined 
Libraries  of  this  country.  But  among  this  small  number  in 
our  American  collections,  are  some  of  tlie  choicest  gems  of 
literature  —  so  rare  that  even  European  scholars  have  been 
known  to  cross  the  Atlantic  to  consult  them.  Such  visits 
will,  in  all  probability,  l)e  yet  more  frequent  in  the  coming 
years,  when  learned  antiquaries  will  institute  exhaustive 
researches  into  tlie  origin,  migrations,  habits,  customs  and 
obscure,  mysterious  history  of  our  Indian  races.  Every 
treatise,  tract  and  fragment  on  the  subject  will  then  be 
called  in  requisition.  In  tliis  age  of  culture  and  science. 
simih\r  investigations  will  be  nuide  in  every  department  of 
human  inquiry  —  hence  the  nec(^ssity,  so  far  as  our  ability 
will  permit,  that  our  Society  should  keep  pace  with  tliese 
steadily  increasing  demands  for  light  and  knowledge. 

It  is  only  v>'ii  hi:L  ilie  [usi  ihij-ly  year>  tlial  Ani'-riean  Libra- 
ries fniriy  entered  U[)On  a  career  of  earnest  endeavor  to  pro- 
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vide  cadcquatc  means  to  meet  the  growiii^  wants  and  literary 
tastes  of  the  country.  ^Millions  of  dollars  have  been  ex- 
pended in  this  direction— largely  from  the  bounty  of  enli;:^ht- 
ened  and  generous  benefactors.  Hitherto  the  East  has  fur- 
nislied  the  Astors,  the  Lenoxes  and  oLhers,  who  have  founded 
and  endowed  noble  Librai'ies,  worthy  alike  of  the  age  and 
the  givers.  Such  exainples  should  not  be  lost  upon  the  West, 
We  begin  to  see,  in  a  small  way,  some  of  the  fruits.  3Lr. 
James  McMillon,  of  Detroit,  recently  gave  the  Micliigan 
University  Library  -SG^oijO  for  the  purchase  of  a  Shakespeare 
collection  of  2J)00  volumes;  while  anotlier  gentleman,  too 
modest  to  allow  his  name  to  be  associated  with  his  gener- 
osity, contributed  -^[,()t)0  to  the  same  l^ibrary  for  the  pro- 
curement of  books  on  history  and  political  science.  AVould 
that  such  rare  examj^les  might  be  multiplied  a  hundred  fold, 
and  our  Society  share  liberally  in  their  distribution.

LinUARV  ADDITfOXS. 

Most  of  the  departments  of  our  Library  have  b-xMi  much 
increased  during  the  past  year  — notably  those  of  American 
and  local  history,  genealogy,  American  and  foreign  biog- 
raphy, magazines  and  reviews,  and  our  rapidly  increasing 
collection  of  Shakespereaiia.  The  grovv-th  of  the  Shak(^s- 
peare  department  has  l)e(ni  more  than  doubU^  that  of  any 
preceding  year  —  including      volumes  of  issues  of  the  New 


Shakospoare  Sorioty.  Thn  inoro:i=-.c»  in  our  bound  n<;\vspa])er 
files  has  bc^n  very  b'mitt^d,  luiviii'v-  had  iiono  bound  during 
the  year;  Unt  tlie  purcbused  a(blitious  inchido  several  rare 
volumes  of  the  hist  century.  A  valuable  jillas  of  Aiueriean 
and  European  maps  of  1 ;  ;5s,  etc.  Jias  been  added  to  ouv  nuip 
and  atlas  collection.  Our  department  of  genealogy  and 
heraldry  has  been  increased  .^0  volumes;  while  we  have  se- 
cured 30  volumes  of  the  Bibliotheca  Sacra,  and  volumes 
of  the  second  series  of  th(^  Pennsylvania  Geological  Repoi-ts. 

Our  Society  has  been  fortunate,  after  thirty  years  eli  jrts, 
in  securing  a  copy,  with  its  ancient  map,  of  that  exceedingly 
rare  volume  —  Thevenot's  Collection  of  A^oyages,  published 
at  Paris  in  IGSl,  giving  an  account  of  Marquette's  travels 
through  Wisconsin  —  the  first  wliite  traveler  who  penetrated 
our  soil,  via  the  Wisconsin  river,  to  the  Mississippi,  and  the 
first  printed  chronicle  of  that  primitive  exploration.  We 
have  secured,  by  importation,  a  valuable  work  of  a.  similar 
character,  though  of  modern  print,  Gabriel  Gravier  on  the 
Discovery  of  America  by  the  Xormands,  in  the  tenth  century, 
Paris,  4-to.  Another  rare  volume  secured  is  'A  Letter 
to  a  Friend,'  lelative  to  Braddock's  Defeat,  published  at 
Boston  in  175S. 

The  additions  to  the  Library  during  the  past  year  have 
been  1,083  volumes;  of  which  l,lis  were  by  purchase,  and 
505  by  donation;  and  2,100  pamphlets  and  documents,  of 
which  oOt  were  obtained  by  purcliase,  and  the  remainder, 
1,7-1:3,  were  by  donation,  together  with  ISO  by  mounted  news- 
paper cuttings.  Of  the  book  additions,  55  were  folios,  and 
207  quartos,  increasing  the  number  of  folios  in  the  Library 
to  3,43'),  and  the  quartos  to  4,304,  and  both  together  to  7,830. 
The  total  strength  of  the  I^ibrary  is  now  l(j4,008  volumes  and 
pamplilets.

For  purposes  of  exchange  the  Society  lias  received  from

W.  A.  Henry,  (JO  pamphlets;  E.  D.  Coe,  -^.^  i)amphlets;  State 
Agricultural  Society,  100  books;  President  J.  Pascom,  :yi 
pamphlets;  Professor  Samuel  Shaw,  15  pamphlets;  Milwau- 
kee Board  of  Trade,  10  pamphlets;  E.  R.  Reed,  17  pamph- 
lets; and  Hon.  X.  P.  }Iaugen,  b  pami)hlets. 

The  Society  has  made  a  })urchase  of  0,30  numbers  of 
English  and  American  periodicals,  to  complete  the  sets  in 
the  Library.  Bishop  C.  E.  Jxobeilson.  of  St.  Louis,  has  donated 
2"?  volumes  of  the  ''Spirit  of  Missions,"  to  complete  the  set 
in  the  Library;  and  General  Y..  E.  Bryant,  'o  copies  "Wiscon- 
sin Bar  Association  Proceedings,  ]SS1."'  A  complete  set  of 
proof  specimens  of  the  several  series  of  postage  stamps 
issued  by  the  United  States  Government  from  1847  to  Iss.'j; 
also  specimens  of  the  current  series  of  stamped  envelopes, 
presented  by  the  l-nited  States  Postothce  Department. 
Copper  coin.  Island  of  Guernsey,  one,  two,  and  eight 
doubles,  ISoO  and  1S3L  from  Poter  Ozann,  Somers,  Kenosha 
county,  Wisconsin. 

The  ninth  volume  of  our  Society's  CuHecf ions,  vvliich 
should  have  a]>peared  in  1  S8"3,  was  delayed,  for  the  sake  of 
perfecting  its  papers,  till  early  in  1S8;>.  It  contains  a  diver- 
sity of  articles  on  our  antiipiarian  and  more  modern  history, 
notably  that  of  ^Ir.  Peet,  on  the  KinhJcnm' ical  Mounds  of 
Wisconsin,  and  the  narrative  and  journal  of  Cai)t.  'JMiomas 
O.  Anderson,  touching  events  in  this  c<^untry  at  the  begin- 
ning of  tin's  com  in-y. 

During  tlio  }  ear,  the  usual  Libraiy  work  lias  been  ]H'r- 


formed  by  the  Tjbi-arinn  and  assistants,  aU«'ndiii<^-  tu  ihr 
wonts  of  visitors,  and  preparing-  for  the  new  eatalo;;ue  to 
be  issued  during-  t1k3  ])resent  year.  Mr.  Isaac  Lyon,  now  in 
his  eiglity-ninlh  year,  continues,  voUmtarily  anfl  without 
recompense,  to  supervise  the  Cabinet  department,  with  tli»- 
same  intelli<>ent  zeal  and  interest  as  in  former  yeai-s. 

The  Society  has  sustained  a  serious  loss  in  the  death  of 
Hon.  Andrew  Proudht,  long-  one  of  its  life  nu^mbers,  and 
for  the  past  thirteen  years  an  honored  member  of  tlie  Kxe^ 
cutive  Committee,  lie  was  a  liberal  contributor  to  the 
Bindinor  Fund,  and  befriended  the  Society  botli  in  and  out 
the  Legislature.  His  benevolent  deeds  and  honored  name 
will  long  be  hold  in  grateful  remembrance.

Snbiiiitted  at  iJrj  ^i)i)iHal  Meeting,  Januarij  2,  ff'cn.  Duvid  Ativoud 

Mce-Prcsidcnt,  in  the  chair. 

Secretaiy  Draper  read  tlic  following  report  of  the  y,ear, 
which  was  adopted: 

Lihrary  organizations,  as  well  as  States  and  individuals, 
have  their  epochs.  After  three  3^ears  of  abortive  efforts, 
the  State  Historical  Society  of  AVisconsin,  originally  sug- 
gested by  Richard  H.  Magoon,  was  organized,  January  oOth, 
18-10,  having  received  its  baptismal  name  from  Gen.  Wm.  R. 
Smith.  During  the  ensuing  five  years,  the  Society  received 
from  Frank  Hudson  two  volumes  of  Transactions  of  ihc 
AniericxDh  Kthnological  Sociciu,  also  an  oi'iginal  drawing  of 
a  lizard-shaped  mound  discovered  by  him,  in  ISl'?,  near 
Third  or  Monona  lake,  Madison;  a  bibliograi>hical  volume 
on  the  Literature  of  American  Local  History,  from  th(^ 
author,  Herman  E.  Ludwig,  of  New  York:  a  patent  deed  oi" 
land  in  Xew  York,  signed  by  Gov.  George  Clinton,  K'.M, 
from  Dr.  J.  AV.  Hunt;  a  set  of  Territorial  and  State  Legisln- 
tive  Journals,  from  Gov.  FiirwelJ,  in  behalf  of  the  State;  and 
an  unbound  file  of  five  years  of  the  WeeL-hj  Wisconsin,  from 
AVm.  E.  Cramer,  The  whole  did  not  exceed  fifty  volumes, 
and  they  only  i)artially  filled  tlie  small  book-case,  three  and 
a  half  by  four  feet  in  size,  which  the  Society  preserves  as  a 
memento  of  this  primitive  epoch  of  its  history— an  epoch  of 
helpless  infancy,"  as  significantly  e.vpresse  l  by  our  laie 
worthy  associate.  Dr.  Lapham. 

During  the  last  of  these  years,  L^.^:.),  tlie  late  Rev.  Charlt^^^ 
Lord,  the  then  liecording  Secretary,  and  the  present  Corre- 
sponding Secretary,  carried  on  a  new.spajtt'r  discussion  as  tc 
t]i<'  ])est  policy  oi  >,\u:\\  n  Sc.-irty-  tlio  latter  contending  f(^r 
an  association  open  to  all  w  ho  Vv'(»uld  unite  in  its  etVoi'i-. 
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holding  frequent  meetin;;^;,  and  keei)ing  its  aims  and  pur- 
poses constauily  before  the  peopk*.  .Mr.  J^ord  rather  de- 
fended the  old  mana;:^enuMit;  and  thus  a  diversity  of  oi)inion 
was  engendered,  and  nothing  tliat  year  was  accomplished. 

Tlie  late  Dr.  Conover  at  length  suggested,  that  as  these 
differences  were  not  serious,  all  the  friends  of  the  Society 
and  its  worthy  objects  had  best  work  luirnioniously  tog(^ther. 
So,  in  January,  1854,  tlie  Society  was  re-organized,  den.  W. 
R.  Smith  chosen  president,  Lyman  C.  Drapeu-,  Corresponding 
Secretary,  Rev.  Mr.  Lord,  Recording  Secretary,  ().  M.  Con- 
over,  Treasurer,  and  Dr.  J.  W.  Hunt,  Librarian.  The  second 
epoch  of  the  Society  was  now  commenced.  A  charter  of  in- 
corporation, and  an  annual  appropriation  of  8500  were  ob- 
tained fj'oin  the  Legislatui'c.  Tlie  little  book-case,  which  for 
two  or  three  years  had  occupied  a  corner  in  the  Governor's 
office,  was  now  removed  to  the  Secretary  of  State's  oflice,  in 
which  Dr.  Hunt,  the  Librarian,  held  a  ])osition;  but  so  large 
were  the  additions  by  purchase  and  donation  that  year,  1,000 
volumes  and  as  many  pamphlets,  that  the  Corresponding- 
Secretary  was  obliged  to  devote  a  small  room  in  his  private 
residence,  where  W.  ^l.  Rasdell  now  lives,  to  store  away 
these  accumulations.  The  next  year,  ]855,  a  small  room  in 
the  south-east  corner  of  the  basement  of  the  Baptist  church 
was  secured,  which  from  tiine  to  time  was  enlarged,  as  the 
necessities  of  the  Library  required,  during  a  period  of  eleven 
years,  until  the  w^hole  basement  was  occupied. 

In  January,  ISGG,  the  Soci(^-ty  fairly  entered  upon  its  third 
epoch,  removing  into  the  rooms  assigned  it  by  the  L'^gisla- 
ture,  in  the  then  new  Capitol  building,  with  its  twenty-one 
thousand  books  and  pamphlets.  During  these  twelve  years 
succeeding  the  Society's  re-organization,  the  average  annual 
increase  of  books  and  pamphlets  was,  in  round  numbers, 
1,750;  and  during  the  nineteen  years  since  removing  into  the 
Capitol,  the  total  increase  has  been  S.s,000  or,  an  average  of 
over  4,f;00  annually. 

Vrith  a  Library  of  over  100,000  books  and  pamphlets  we 
now  enter  upon  our  fourth  epoch,  having,  during  the  past 
month,  removed  into  our  ]ii-(>>(Mit  comparativcdy  safe  and 
commodious  apaj-tment>  in  the  new  s(.)ut]i  wing  of  the  capi- 
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tol.  This  epoch  will  })rol);ibly  extend  to  the  jxTiod  who n 
the  annual  expansions  of  the  Society's  collections  will  neces- 
sitate another  removal.  It  will  remain  for  others  in  the  not 
very  distant  future,  to  record  its  strength  and  ])rogress:  and 
we  may  well  judge,  that  having  j)assed  its  inrancy  aud 
entered  upon  its  vigorous  manhood,  that  the  Society  will 
never  be  less  prosperous  than  it  has  been  during  its  past 
career.

The  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  General  Fund  have 
been  the  same  —  So^OoO. 

THE  BINDINCi  FUND. 

This  fund  has  received  but  two  donations  durmg  the  year 

—  one  from  W.  H.  ]\Ietcalf,  of  ]\[ilwaukee,  of  $50,  and  one 
from  E.  X.  Foster  of  50  cents.  From  other  sources,  the  re- 
ceipts have  been  as  follows:  Accrued  interest,  sTSS.lG;  sale 
of  duplicates,  $18I.9G;  Hon.  B.  J.  Stevens  and  Wayne  liam- 
sey,  life  memberships,  €A0;  annual  membership  dues,  sUl  — 
making  the  increase  of  the  year  .s],201.'')-?. 

This  makes  the  total  amount  s  12,015. So,  to  wdiich  we  ex]-ect 
eventually  to  add  sj  ^ooo,  the  bequest  of  the  late  Hon.  Stephen 
Taylor,  not  yet  available:  and  probably  fully  another  thou- 
sand from  the  sale  of  a  section  of  land  in  Texas,  the  gift  of 
the  late  Hon.  John  Catlin.  The  pressing  wants  of  the 
Society,  in  consequence  of  an  accumulation  of  long  neglected 
binding,  the  constant  accretion  of  pamphlets,  magazines, 
and  manuscripts,  together  with  many  hundreds,  if  not  thou- 
sands, of  volumes  that  from  age  and  use  need  rednnding 

—  call  loudly  for  the  crowding  up  of  this  fund  to  not  less 
than  6;--?0,000,  so  that  the  income  may,  for  all  time,  perform 
the  important  work  expected  of  it. 

Commenced  in  ISGi;,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Binding  Fund 
has  not  made  the  growth  that  its  importance  dem;inds  — 
averaging  only  about  $:oO  a  \'ear.  Had  such  an  institution 
as  ours  been  located  in  Xew  York,  Jioston,  or  Chicago,  it 
would  have  received  many  a  generous  donation:  while  with 
us,  a  whole  tvrelve-nvu-itli  parses  by,  with  scarcely  nn  addi^d 
gift  to  its  needy  Binding  Fund. 
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It  has  been  over  ei^ifhteon  years  since  lion.  John  Catlin 
iriade  the  first  donation  to  this  Fund.  Its  <^ro\vth  has  been 
>]()\v,  while  the  needs  of  tlie  Soeiety  an;  increasinf^  witli 
i-ach  additional  year.  Sevei-al  of  the  a^i^cd  nianci;;-ers  of  the 
Society  Avould  be  rejoicetl  to  see  this  fund  made  avaihible 
before  they  go  hence.  AVe  should  make  a  pressiuc^  ap})eal 
to  tlie  friends  of  the  Society  in  behalf  of  this  fund.  If 
])ledges  could  be  secured,  payable  one  third  yearly,  without 
interest,  for  three  years,  the  aggregate  would  probably  go 
far  towards  completing  the  needed  amount.

The  additions  to  the  Library  during-  the  past  year  liave  been 
•-},54(')  volumes,  of  which  1, GOG  were  by  purchase,  and  1)40  by 
donation  and  binding  of  newspaper  files.  Also  1,815  panipli- 
lets  and  documents,  of  v/hich  ."310  were  obtained  by  pur- 
chase, and  the  remainder,  1,475,  were  by  donation,  and  GO  by 
mounted  newspaper  cuttings.  Of  the  book  additions  ,?GG 
were  folios,  and  290  quarto.^,  increasing  the  number  of  folios 
in  the  Library  to  -1,70:2,  and  the  quartos  to  1,GS1,  and  both  to- 
getlier  to  1>,,:3SG. 

Amongthese  Library  additions  have  been  quite  a  number 
of  valuable  and  rare  Englisb  county  histories,  in  folio  and 
quarto;  the  Hakluyt  Society  publications,  47  volumes;  Mer-

Secretary  Draper  made  the  fol]o^vi]lor■  report  in  behalf  of 
the  executive  committee,  which  was  adopted: 

In  rendering  the  tliirt^^-second  year's  stewardsiii})  of  the 
Society,  but  little  beyond  the  ordinary  routine  work  can  be 
reported.  Since  the  last  anmial  meeting,  the  sixth  volume 
of  the  Library  Catalogue  has  been  issued;  and  tlie  tenth 
volume  of  the  Society's  Collections  is  passing  tlu'ough  the 
press,  which  will  complete  the  first  series  of  the  work.  In 
addition  to  quite  a  number  of  papers  on  early  Wisconsin 
history,  the  new  volume  will  contain  a  general  index  of  the 
principal  matters  recorded  in  the  whole  series. 

Many  valuable  books,  together  with  other  literary  matter, 
liave  been  added  to  the  Library;  and  a  most  interesting  col- 
lection of  Indian  ornaments,  dress,  and  im[)lements  of  our 
Wisconsin  tribes,  made  mostly  by  the  late  (jiov.  Doly,  has 
been  secured,  and  placed  in  the  Cabinet.  The  Picture  Gal- 
lery has  received  a  number  of  fine  paintings  during  the 
year.

Lir.KAKV  ADDITIONS, 

The  Library  additions  for  the  year  have  been  i*,130  vol- 
umes—  of  which  1,312  were  by  ])urcliase,  and  T8S  by  dona- 
tion, and  binding  of  newspa])er  files:  and  1,9GS  pamphlets 
have  been  received —  l.oGT  of  which  were  by  donation,  170 
by  purchase,  and  22b  made  from  newspaper  and  magazine 
clippings  —  making  an  increase  of  books  and  pamphlets, 
4,098. 

Of  the  book  additions,  155  vrere  of  folio  size,  and  '227 
quartos  —  increasing  the  number  of  folios  in  the  Library  to 
4,857,  and  the  quartos  to  4,911,  and  both  together  to  O.TGS. 

We  can  best  realize  the  strength  of  the  Library  by  citing 
that  of  a  few  of  the  departments:  Bound  newspaper  files, 
4,808:  British  and  American  Patent  Reports,  4,447:  Geneal- 
ogy and  Heraldry,  L^l*^;  Shakesperean  Literature,  730; 
Maps  and  Atlases,  :)G3. 

.  While  all  departments  of  the  Library  have  received  valu- 
able additions,  we  must  especially  note  the  rare  edition  of 
1871,  of  the  early  (piartos  of  Shakespeare  in  far  shin'Ic,  in 
48  volumes,  of  which  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  sets  are  in 
existence.  Dr.  C.  II.  "Vilas,  of  Chicago,  Bishop  C.  F.  Robert- 
son, of  St.  Louis,  Byron  Andrews,  of  X.  Y.,  Hon.  S.  A.  Green, 
of  Boston,  Hon.  P.  Sawyer,  of  (Jshkosli,  J[.  H.  Rand.  Presi- 
dent John  Bascom,  R.  G.  Tliwaites  Interior  Department  of 
Washington.  I>owdoin  College,  and  X.  Stnte  Library  luive 
favored  the  Society  with  liberal  contributions  to  the  Liiirary.

AVis.,  Dec.  in  liis;  f'i:_,nit y-^ixth  year,  <»pr  SDcjt.ty 

has  lost  one  of  its  earliest  and  most  devoted  friends.  Com- 
ing to  Wisconsin  as  eiirly  as  is  ji,  liis  name  lias  ever  sinr-e 
ligured  i)romineiitly  in  our  histoiv.  His  earliest  service 
was  as  a  teacher  to  the  C)nei(]a  Indians,  afterwiirds  serviu;;- 
as  Deputy  Surveyor  of  Public  Lands,  tlien  as  a  member  (»f 
the  Territorial  Legislature,  Suj'veyor  Cienerai  of  Iowa 
Territory,  Sub-Indian  Agent,  Receiver  of  Public  moneys  at 
Steven's  Point,  and  several  years  ]\[ayor  of  that  city.  He 
was  more  conspicuously  known  as  one  of  the  founders  and 
editor  of  the  tii'st  newspaper  established  in  Wisconsin  —  the 
Green  Bcnj  IntclU[iencci\  It  began  its  career  in  December, 
18;Jo,  wdien  what  is  now  Wisconsin  was  a  portion  of  I^Iichi- 
gan  Territory.  His  early  file  of  this  i)ioneer  paper.  Gen. 
Ellis  contributed  to  our  Society  in  1854:  and  it  is  preserved 
as  one  of  most  ])recious  memorials  of  the  primitive  times  of 
Wisconsin. 

From  185.3  for  several  years,  he  was  one  of  the  Vice 
Presidents  of  onr  Society.  His  four  contributions  to  our 
published  Colleclions  —  Advent  of  ilic  Xeiv  York  Indians  fo 
Wisconsin  —  Life  and  Times  of  Gov.  J.  D.  Doff/ — Fift'l- 
Fovr  years  JiecoIIect ions  of  Wisconsin  — and  Jiccollecf io)is 
of  Eloazer  l]7///a///6',  comprise  one  hundred  and  thirty-two 
l)rinted  pages,  and  will  long  take  rank  with  the  most  valu- 
able of  our  })ioneer  reminiscences.  After  starting  one  paper 
at  Stevens*  Point  some  thirty  years  ago.  he  last  year  estab- 
lished another,  stili  evincing  his  early  intellectual  vigor 
and  aptitude  for  journalism.  He  was  a  man  of  ])ure  habits, 
and  was  deservedly  honored  and  beloved  in  all  the  walks 
of  life. 

Hon.  George  W.  J>radford,  for  many  years  one  of  the 
Honorary  A'ice  I^residents  of  our  Society,  died  at  Syracuse. 
Xew  York,  Oct.  ."l,  1>8;]  in  the  eighty-eighth  year  of  his  age. 
He  was  long  a  distiiiguislied  physician,  a  representativr  in 
both  branches  of  the  Xew  York  Legislature.,  a  j)residential 
elector,  and  a  member  of  many  learned  Societies.  .\  man 
of  generous  inipulses,  and  a  lover  c»f  his  race,  it  was  titting 
that  he  sIkmiUI  have  cont rihutLd  liberally  to  Ihr  Ihndnig 
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Fund  of  our  Society,  and  also  many  volumes  and  docunicuts 
to  our  Library.  "J'lie  menu)ry  of  such  a  m.in  will  cv^'r  r<'uniin 
f^reen,  and  liis  examplo  will  prove  an  inspiration  to  others. 

It  is  a  suggestive  lesson  taught  us  hy  the  Oood  Father  in 
the  ripening  fruits  of  Summer  and  Autumn,  that  wesliould, 
especially  as  we  near  tlie  close  of  life,  seek  o])porluuiti(.'S  to 
provide  for  the  enlighti'ument  and  linjipiness  of  maidcind. 
We  can  hardly  perform  a  better  act  than  to  aid  in  the 
endowment  of  public  institutions  like  ours,  so  that  they  may 
long-  remain,  like  the  dews  of  heaven,  to  bless  the  human 
race. 

Libraries  will  never  di(.'.  Tlie  thouglitful  world  ree(jgnizes 
their  beneficent  influence  and  growing  importance.  Fnoch 
Pratt,  a  philanthropist  of  I'altimore,  has  recently  contributed 
$1,145,000  for  the  founding  a  Free  Librar}'  in  that  city,  on 
condition  that  the  Common  Council  should  forever  provide 
for  its  maintenance,  to  which  requirement  they  promptly 
and  wisely  acceded.  The  late  Walter  L.  Newberry,  of 
Chicago,  left  a  bequest,  which  now  becomes  available,  for  a 
public  Library  for  that  city,  amounting  to  fully  two  and  a 
half  million  of  dollars  —  the  largest  gift  for  such  a  pui-pose 
of  which  we  have  any  record.  We  all  rejoice  in  these  noble 
benefactions,  and  bless  and  venerate  the  liberal  hearts  that 
conceived  and  provided  for  so  nui(di  intellectual  food 
for  those  who  hunger  and  thirst  after  knowledge. 

These  large  Libraries  will  probably  be  mainly  designed 
for  popular  reading.  Special  Librari(^s  are  needful  to  foster 
and  promote  study  in  special  departments  —  notably  that  of 
history,  and  its  cognate  subjects.  Our  Library  is  primarily 
of  this  character ,  yet  other  departments  of  learning  and 
wisdom  are  not  neglected.  While  our  collection  may  not 
equal  others  in  numbers,  it  will  ahvays  maintain  a  distin- 
guished rank  among  the  public  Libraries  of  the  country  for 
the  fullness  and  richness  of  many  of  its  dei)artments,  espe- 
cially those  of  American  History,  G<.'uealogy,  Nrwsi>aper 
and  Periodical  Literature,  and  I'.ritish  and  American  Patent 
Keports-  embracing  many  works  of  great  value,  and  not  a 
few  of  excessive  rarity.  Other  depni  tments  of  literature — 
such  a>  Jijiglisli  and  Cord  ineutal  liislory,  scienc(\  nnd  work^ 
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on  Shakespeare  aiul  the  Klizabethaii  u^^^e  —  are  steadily  ;^m'o\v- 
ing  ill  numbers  au^l  iin[)oi'tance. 

Bat  such  a  Librivry  iiueds  friends  -  needs  constant  nur- 
ture and  encouragement,  to  keep  i)]ace  with  the  increasing 
demands  for  liglu  and  knowledge  on  ahnost  every  conceiv- 
able sul^ject  of  luunan  investigation.  Our  liiNDixr,  i> 
the  immediate  matter  in  hand  appealing  to  our  sympatliirs 
and  generosity  for  its  early  completion.  Then  the  Society 
and  its  friends  should  turn  their  attention  to  providing  for 
a  noble  General  Fund  —  not  made  up,  i>erhaps,  from  litth.' 
gifts  and  driblets  —  but  from  generous  donations  and  liberal 
bequests,  so  that  eventually  our  Society  may  become  self- 
sustaining,  and  no  longer  dependent  upon,  or  hampered  by, 
any  alliance  witli  the  State.  Ours  can  never  be  the  useful, 
vigorous  institution  it  should  he,  until  if  attains  its  complete 
independence.
